“ If Germany ev er has to fight on both 
the western and the eastern front her doom is sealed.” 
He forgot to 
mention the north, where today his satcllte Finland is rapidly 
crumbling, and he forgot Italy —possibly southern France and Yugo­ 
slav ia, where major attacks may come at any day . 
Whichev er way 
he turns, these day s, his back is not to the wall but to another enemy , 
though his promise alway s to face the enemy is certain of fulfill­ 
ment. 
He cannot do otherwise. 
No matter which way he turns he 
gnds nothing but enemies.

promise now but that he hoped 
the war department soon would 
request new legislation to author­ 
ize continuance of the program. 
Earlier a senate judiciary sub­ 
committee decided to postpone 
action until after the recess on a 
house-approved bill to exempt 
insurance companys from regula­ 
tion under federal anti-trust laws. 
The legislators swept the docket 
almost clean yesterday by relay­ 
ing to President Roosevelt bills 
providing $3,920,570,000 for lend- 
lease and world relief; $1,031,900,- 
000 for war agencies; $562,145,918 
for the agriculture department and 
$69,000,000 
for the District of 
Columbia government.

It w a s po inted o ut a t a jo int meeting o f the seco nd sessio n 
o f the lelig io us fo rum series a nd the summer clinic o f the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Nebra ska , a t the Student Unio n Thursda y a fterno o n, 
tha t there is a g rea t difference o f o pinio n co ncerning the pro b­ 
lem o f tea ching relig io n in the public scho o ls, ho wev er, three 
po ssible so lutio ns were sug g ested. 
The Rev . Geo rg e F. Schuster, dio cesa n superintendent o f 
scho o ls in Linco ln, representing the Ca tho lic v iewpo int, sug ­ 
g ested a relea sed time relig io us pro g ra m in which the public 
scho o ls wo uld co -o pera te with^ 
the 
churches 
by 
dismissing 
children fro m scho o l a t cer­ 
ta in perio ds so tha t they co uld 
a ttend church scho o ls. 


Pla n is Rejected. 
This plan w as rejected by o ther 
m embers o f the panel, ho wev er, 
as they felt it wo uld no t be fair 
to tho se children who did n o t at­ 
tend any special church. 
The two o ther metho ds, which 
w ere in tro duced by Dr. G erald M. 
Kendall, Baptist studen t pasto r at 
the un iv ersity, were gen erally ac­ 
cepted.

still u ndecided. 
We talked to perhaps 50 people and ou t of it 
lam e a cu riou sly assorted m ixtu re of views. 
They 
were people of all occu pations—a fair cross section 
of the eastern coast—and in the end came to the 
conclu sion that the politician is the only one b eing 
fooled, if anyb ody is. 
Ju st now the overpowering Interest of the pu b ­ 
lic Is In events connected w ith the w ar, and that 
is infinitely more m arked here than in the m iddle 
west. 
Not that the eastern seab oard is any more 
Interested in the w ar than the people of the farm s 
and the towns of the m iddle west, b u t they are 
m u ch m ore vocal and expressive ab ou t it. 
It always has b een difficu lt in these parts for 
the politician to get the people of the crowded 
cities to take him seriou sly. 
In the b etter days of 
peace it was the horse race, the prize fight, the 
b all game, or a dozen other distractions against 
which he competed, rather u nsu ccessfu lly. 
Those 
interests still continu e to receive m u ch attention 
and if there is any tim e left the w ar gets it and 
the politician continu es to receive the cold shou lder.

In states like Neb raska, Kansas and other com­ 
m onw ealths of the farm ing regions there is more 
real thou ght given to national affairs In a day 
than in the cou rse of an entire m onth here. 
It has b een that which has m ade m iddlew estcrn 
influ ence of m u ch greater im portance than a m u ch 
sm aller popu lation wou ld norm ally receive in the 
electoral college. 
There is the possib ility that in this im pending 
presidential b attle the tail m ay wag the dog. That 
is, in the repu b lican national convention at least, 
those states which scarcely register in the electoral 
college will have a significance far ou t of propor­ 
tion to the b loc of electoral votes credited to them. 
Only once In the past 25 years in the middle 
w est did the trend change its direction ab ru ptly 
and swing arou nd completely. 
T hat was in the 
historic b attle b etween the late Woodrow Wilson 
and Charles Evans Hu ghes in 1916. 
Early in Oc­ 
tob er Mr. Hu ghes seemed to b e reasonab ly* certain 
of the m iddlew estern votes b u t late in the m onth, 
and especially In the closing 10 days of the cam ­ 
paign Mr. Hu ghes lost grou nd rapidly and lost an 
election, althou gh he carried the popu lou s In­ 
du strial centers b y a su b stantial m argin. 
Chances are it wdll b e that kind of an election 
—nam ely sw ift and drastic shifts can take place 
•n y time. 
Among the factors accou nting for that 
are: 
1—Progress of the w ar. 
2—Development of plans for peace. 
3—Conditions of em ploym ent and b u siness.

It was the repu b lican plan to condu ct the cam ­ 
paign of 1944 chiefly on domestic issu es. 
It is 
possib le that adroit leadership will su cceed in re­ 
tu rn to the stru ggle to that b attlegrou nd. 
Tem porarily, at least, however, It is Impossib le 
to whip hu ndreds of thou sands of men and women 
w'ho are m aking m ore money than they ever m ade 
In their lives, and actu ally living b etter, to a thick 
lather over carefu lly projected shadows of dire 
disasters ahead. 
They are doing alright now and they live for 
the day. 
This is one national campaign in which m il­ 
lions of voters may not m ake u p their minds u ntil 
shortly b efore they go into the polls.

Only a little more than fou r years ago in ac­ 
cepting leadership of the British w ar governm ent 


as prim e m inister, Chu rchill had told his people 
he had nothing to offer them b u t "sweat, b lood 
and tears.” 


He gave no fou ndation in the talk in London 
10 days ago for the gossip w-hich has developed 


amazingly of an im m ediate Germ an collapse. 
Bu t 


he did go down the line u nm istakab ly in su g­ 


gesting that the nazi governm ent will b e finished 


off b efore the close of 1944. 
It was the first time 


Mr, Chu rchill has tossed aside his traditional cau ­ 


tion, and the character of the man in all pu b lic 


u tterance has b een su ch that it can b e given added 


significance. 
Mr. C hu rchill’s political life is none 
too certain. 
W hen the chips are down, however, 


there Is nothing to indicate the British people will 
perm it his displacem ent as the spokesman for the 
British em pire.

Chu rchill’s shift is the u nqu estioned destru ction 
which American and British air forces have in­ 
flicted u pon G erm an com mu nications. 
The con­

su pplies is su ch that H itler and his G erm an staff 
have encou ntered great difficu lty in m aking ef­ 
fective u se of the great fighting power which still 
rem ains in the G erm an arm y.

Allied propaganda, so frequ ently criticised as 
b eing m isdirected and ineffective, in recent days 
has b een one of the most powerfu l weapons of the 
stru ggle. 
Germ any is b eing im pressed that her hope of 
salvaging a portion of her you ng m anhood rests 
u pon su rrender. 
Each day the occu pied continent 
is told b y b roadcasters the longer the w ar con­ 
tinu es the less chance G erm any w ill have to re­ 
hab ilitate herself. 
The appeal of this w arning to the Germ an peo­ 
ple rests u pon the sim plest of the facts of life. 
Already H itler’s losses m u st b e enormou s. They 
reflect them selves in the steady decline of G er­ 
m any’s m ilitary fortu nes b u t their effect does not 
end there.

It will reflect itself in the aggressiveness, the 
sou ndness and the produ ctivity of Germ an in­ 
du stry and b u siness, b u t even more, that "m issing 
generation” will register itself in the solidarity of 
Germ an thou ght.

em ergencies of war. H itler has had 
to scrape the b ottom of the 
b arrel 
for vigorou s, 
physically act<||e men for his arm ies. 
The G er­ 
m an soldiers whose b lood frequ ently has stained 
the soil of conqu ered cou ntries are the men who 
in peace wou ld have m anned the m achines and 
perform ed the lab or of the factories, the fields, 
the mines and the shipping of Germ any. The men 
who have died are the men u pon whom G erm any 
wou ld have relied for her economic strength u nder 
conditions of peace.

It is Am erica’s desire that the

L. N. Porter of Ogallala has resu m ed his cru sade 
for the eradication of the cottonwood tree. He ob ­ 
jects to the m anner in W'hich it scatters its cotton 
and says that it shou ld b e replaced b y m ore u sefu l 
and b eau tifu l varieties. 
His ob jections are prob ­ 
ab ly well fou nded. Cottonwood lu m b er is certainly 
nothing to b rag of, b u t the pioneers w ere m ighty 
glad to get it and m ade it answ er their pu rpose. 
The cottonwood is pecu liar to the prairie region 
and every early visitor w rote of it. Su rely it shou ld 
not b e entirely destroyed, b u t as w ith the b u ffalo, 
specim ens shou ld b e preserved as mementoes of 
the days when this region was new. 
In M errick cou nty is a m onu m ent to the his­ 
toric "Lone Tree,” a giant cottonwood which, stand­ 
ing near the b ank of the Platte, was visib le to 
travelers for 20 miles u p and down the stream . 
It was a landm ark said to have b een known from 
ocean to ocean, the first w ritten accou nt of it b eing 
in 1833. 
Nearly fou r feet in diam eter, it w'as 20 
feet to the lowest b ranch. 
It w ent down in the 
great storm of 1865, b u t appropriately another 
cottonwood, as su ccessor to the old giant, was 
planted b y the M errick Cou nty Historical society 
in 1934. 
The concrete m onu m ent was erected in 
1911. 
The cottonwood w ill pass, ju st as did the b u f­ 
falo; b u t let the tree never die ou t entirely. There 
shou ld ahvays b e some of them in N eb raska as 
m onu m ents to the pioneers for whom they fu r­ 
nished fu el and b u ilding m aterial.
